A Colombian turboprop airliner 
with 43 persons aboard crashed 
into a hill on Bogota’s outskirts 
today 
in 
dense 
fog. 
First 
reports from the crash scene 
indicated there were no sur­ 
vivors. 
The control tower at Bogota’s 
El Dorado Airport identified the 
aircraft as a Lockheed Electra 
turboprop operated by the local 
Aerocondor airline. It was on a 
domestic flight between Bogota, 
Cartagena, 
Barranquilla 
and 
the neighboring Dutch Antilles 
island of Curacao. 
The tower said the plane, 
carrying M passengers and a 
crew of seven, took off in dense 
fog and crashed into a hill east 
of suburban Monserrate, near a 
p o l i c e 
transmission 
tower, 
about seven miles from the 
airport runway. 
A police helicopter observing 
city traffic spotted the wreck­ 
age almost immediately. Foot 
patrols dispatched to the scene 
reported by portable transmit­ 
ter there appeared to be no 
survivors.

Hudnut, a first-term congress­ 
man, said Saturday in Indianap­ 
olis that periodic approval of 
federal judges by voters would 
be a better method of register­ 
ing public attitudes than Nib- 
lack’s 
impeachment 
petition 
drive. Hudnut said, however, he 
is not relinquishing his long-time 
opposition to forced busing to 
achieve racial integration. Dill- 
in’s accusers say such busing 
is one of the tools of his inte­ 
gration decisions. 


"Judge Dillin has been up to 
the Court of Appeals on these 
decisions.” Hartke said in a 
French Lick news conference 
Saturday. "Every time a deci­ 
sion has gone up the court of 
appeals he has been upheld. I 
think this (impeachment effort) 
is like a frivolous lawsuit. Don’t 
misunderstand me — frivolous 
lawsuits have to be defended.” 


Hartke said he saw absolutely 
no chance of an impeachment 
resolution against Dillin passing 
in Congress.

A stuffed toy bear sat in tbe 
San Francisco dugout Sunday 
as the Giants played the New 
York Mets. It was the most 
valuable 
non*player in the 
game. 
Ron Bryant was on the

Some Christian counselors report that 
they are being swamped with washed-out 
church members demanding to know 
what has gone wrong in their Christian 
experience.

For one thing, they have discovered 
that backsliding is usually a slow leak, 
and seldom a sudden blowout.

Building Barriers To The Handicapped 


Twelve month schools are on 
their way in Indiana on an 
experimental basis and they 
show a great deal of promise. 
The G e n e r a I Assembly 
passed a law authorizing year- 
round schools with state funds 
prorated over the 12 months. 
Some $200,000 was appropriated 
for the Legislative Council to 
study 
the 
subject. 
Thomas 
Beczkiewicz of the Legislative 
Council, joined with the Indiana 
State Chamber of Commerce, 
the 
Farm 
Bureau, 
State 
Teachers Association, and other 
interested groups in sponsoring 
t h r e e 
Year-Round 
School 
Seminars around the state. I 
attended the one in Indiana 
polis and learned. 
State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Harold Negley was 
introduced at the start, of the 
program., with his staff well 
represented and assisting in 
serving coffee and doughnuts to 
the participants. Negley pointed 
out that the one thing not 
needed was another speech. He 
said his role in the seminar was 
somewhat like that of a corpse 
at a wake, necessary but not 
given much to do. He proved 
his point by turning the plat­ 
form to those more experienced 
in the field. 
Dr. 
Wayne 
Worner, 
of 
Virginia Polytechnieal Institute, 
served as moderator and talked 
to me prior to the meeting. He 
said: “There are year-round 
programs now going on in about 
100 school district around the 
country, and since 1965 there 
have been no defections from 
the movement.” Those adopting 
any one of the three basic forms 
of year round education have 
formed a voluntary National 
Council using his office as a 
clearing house. 
Worner said: “ People tend to 
mis interpret the concept to 
irman all students would be in 
school the full year, which 
basically is not the case. It does 
mean that we can utilize school 
facilities more than the 16 per 
cent of the time they are not 
in use. Obviously you can save 
money 
if you handle four 
students where you did three, 
and not have to build new 
buildings as school population 
increases. There is no reason 
why all of the pressure on 
recreational facilities has to be 
concentrated into three months 
nor into our schools only nine 
months of the year.” 
P r i n c e 
William 
County, 
Virginia near the nations capital 
is using one form of year-round 
schools. It is estimated con­ 
struction costs and bond interest 
savings will be $57.6 million 
over the next ten years, and 
per pupil savings will be about 
$110 per year. 
Dr. Worner said: “Teachers 
may have been underpaid, but 
they also were certainly un­ 
deremployed which contributed 
to the underpay. What other 
profession in the world can turn 
its people loose three months 
in the year to paint houses?” 
Under year-round s c h o o l 
contracts, many systems permit 
teachers to write their own 
work schedules. They may work 
on a per diem basis, pick 180 
days with summers off, or stay 
with 240 work days a year for 
a one-third pay increase. The 
A m e r i c a n 
Federation 
of 
Teachers has an eight year old 


position opposing 
year-round 
schooling, but might change if 
teachers were assured more 
money for more work. Even­ 
tually however, they fear the 
need for fewer teachers would 
result when there is already a 
surplus in many fields.

For the 22 million persons in 
the United States who have 


chronic 
physical 
handicaps, 
these archilectual barriers are 
virtual “keep out” signs barring 
these individuáis, from entering 
buildings, she said. 
Dr.. Schwab said the situation 
is not unavoidable because in 
most cases, buildings can be 
constructed so they are ac- 
c e s s ible 
to 
persons 
in 
w h e e l c h a i r s , those using 
crutches, or those with limited 
energy. 
She noted further that laws 
now require that ail buildings 
constructed with federal and-or 
state money must be accessible 
to all persons—that is built 


without arehitectual barriers. 
The laws make mandatory the 
Buildings Standards approved 
by the U.S. Standards Institute 
and include these specifications: 
—At least one building en­ 
trance at ground level. 
—Doors 32' inches wide. 
—Doors that open easily. 
—Thresholds flush with the 
floor and when feasible, ramps 
with a gradual slope instead of 
stairs. 
—Level walks with no curbs 
at crossways. 
—Non-slip floors and stairs 
with handrails.

money to local school districts 
more rapidly. 


Special education 
is geared 
t o w a r d 
improving 
the 
educational 
opportunities 
for 
pupils with a variety of learning 
handicaps. But controversy has 
been caused by definitions of 
who should be enrolled in these 
programs. 
Some parents fear that their 
children 
will 
be 
forced 
into 
special education programs they 
don’t really need. Many others 
believe the definitions are over­ 
broad, 
with 
the result being 
improper placem ent or abuses 
of the system . 
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I did not approve the special 
education rules forwarded to 
me by the General Education 
Commission and have called for 
several changes which refleet 
these concerns. 
The key 
areas 
In 
which I 
suggested 
changes 
related 
to 
the 
definition 
of 
a 
learning 
disability; 
I 
felt the existing 
language was far too broad in 
scope. 
1 have recommended that the 
determination — 
in each case 
— of a learning disability be 
made on the basis of a well- 
defined m edical diagnosis made 
by specialists in the field. The 
definition must be made on the 
basij 
of sound 
m easurements 
that are meaningful. 
Furthermore. 
I have stated 
that 
the 
concept 
of 
special 
education 
means that 
schools 
will provide such programs. But 
it does not mean that parents 
must autom atically utilize them 
for their children. For special 
education 
programs 
to 
be 
successful, parents 
muust 
convinced 
of 
their 
value 
children. 
Finally, 
I 
believe 
it 
paramount to protect the rights 
o f parents and children. It there 
are differences of opinion be­ 
tween parent and school official, 
the burden 
should 
be placed 
upon the school official to prove 
that 
irreparable 
dam age 
is 
being done 
to 
the 
child 
by 
parental 
refusal 
to 
permit 
enrollment. An appeal system 
should recognize the rights of 
parents and be carried out by 
an independent group. 
The 
concept

education in com m endable — it 
affords the opportunity to deal 
with problems that could have 
a lifelong adverse im pact upon 
a child. But it must not ride 
r o u g h s h o d over individual 
rights.

"She believes it was the hand 
of God that directed and guided 
the decision,” said Jacqueline 
Crawford, superintendent of the 
state Reformatory for Women 
at York where Miss Fugate is 
imprisoned.

Summers Longest Heat Wave 
Due To Last Through Wednesday 


By United Press International 
Summer saved the worst for 
the last in Indiana. 
The longest string of hot days 
this season was virtually prom­ 
ised by the forecasters today 
as they predicted readings in 
the 90s from Lake Michigan to 
the Ohio River daily at least 
through Wednesday. 
The string began Sunday when 
all points registered top temp­ 
eratures of 91 or higher. It was 
93 at Lafayette, 92 at S o u t h 
Bend and Evansville, and 91 at 
Terre Haute, Indianapolis and 
Fort Wayne. 
Highs in the low to mid 90s 
were expected this afternoon 
and again Tuesday and Wednes­ 
day, with a little cooler readings 
coming when possible showers 
develop Thursday and Friday. 
Although summer does n o t 
end officially until three weeks 


into September, Hoosiers usual­ 
ly think of the season as run­ 
ning from June through August. 
In that case, August was sched­ 
uled to bow out at midnight Fri­ 
day on a warm. note. 
Highs Thursday and Friday 
will range from the low 80s to 
near '90.

Death Chair Vacant 10 Years

STORM VILLE, N.Y. (UPI) —

But, to one of its potential 
victims, 
the 
state's

chair is “ a wooden, lifeless tree 
of civilized insanity.”

one floor above “K Section,”

Green 
Haven 
state prison in Dutchess Coun­ 
ty. 
The chair has not taken a ’ife 
since Aug. 1, 1963, and the five 
inmates now housed on death 
row 
apparently 
have 
been 
saved from it by a decision by 
the state’s highest court regard­ 
ing 
the 
constitutionality 
of 
capital punishment 
However, 
after 28 
months* 
confinement 
in 
“K Section,” 
Gerald McGivern says, “ I have 
been 
executed 
a 
thousand 
tim es.” 
A UPI reporter and photogra­ 
pher, armed with a court order 
to gain access to death row, 
visited McGivern and Charles 
Culhane after the court deci­ 
sion, 
which struck down the 
last legal vest age of capital 
punishment in the state. 
While the decision faces a 
probable challenge in the U.S. 
Supreme Court, the accompan­ 
ying opinion by Chief Judge 


Stanley H. Fuld of the Court of 
Appeals relies heavily on a 1972 
Supreme Court ruling to sup­ 
port the premise that the death 
penalty is unconstitutional when 
the jury is given the discretion 
to decide on whom it will be 
imposed. 
Cuihane and McGivern were 
sentenced to die for murdering 
a sheriffs deputy during an 
escape attempt on the state 
tbruway in 1968;. Killing a peace 
officer was the only crime for 
which the death penalty could 
be imposed before the decision 
by the state's highest court 
‘‘When the news came on the 
radio, e v e r y b o d y became 
quiet,” McGivern says. ‘‘And 
then 
there 
were 
a 
few 
comments, s o m e t h i n g like, 
‘How about opening this door 
and letting us out?’ But there 
wasn’t any big display at the 
tim e.” 
The court’s decision involved 
the death sentence imposed on 
Martin J. 
Fitzpatrick, 37, of 
Syracuse for the 
slaying on 
Sept. 9, 1969 of two SherrFl 
police officers after a service 
station robberyr.
